A closely related question is that 
of women. We think of the modern 
college girl as typically collegiate. 
That is, she wears her hair long or 
short, as the case may be— may or 
may not tue lipstick and sundry 
aids, as the case may be— wears 
clothes entirely to her own taste. 
... In other words, she is a crea- 
ture of whim and fancy, knowing 
no authority jther than her -own 
perverse imagination. 

Strange as it may seem a cursory 
glance into philosophy with the 
madcap Montezumans shows that 
to a very surprising extent this Is 
also true of the Mavans. Their 
women indulged as the fancy 
struck them in grass skirts, wooden 
skirts, or no skirts at alL 

Directly contingent upon this is 
the ever recurring moral issue. Like 
so many other philosophers, we 
tearfully ask, "what is good?" and 
look to the nefarious blank wall of 
Yghrabe for, our answer. Strange 
as it may seem, this blank wall 
does provide an answer in the tra- 
dition of the Montezumans: the good 
is a^ blank. 

The good In symbolic represent- 
ation is the absence, or rather the 
essence of absence, of all that con- 
stitutes evil 

Here Is the ethical point: since, 
in various times, by various races, 
and in various ways, practically 
everything has been construed as 
cither good or evil. The essence of 
good can only be the absence of 
all that is eviL This is briefly the 
view of the madcap Mayans. 

How then, do they co-relate this 
seemingly negative morality with 
the actual exigencies and actualities 
of their world and ours. (Are the 
buses along Sherbrooke still .run- 
ning?) This indeed is a question. 
And yet the very nature of such 
a negative concept suggests to the 
questing mind a positive morality 
k only in the direct and natural 
antithesis of thought produced by 
iuch 8 practicable absurdity.

The organization has had its 
headquarters in Montreal for 
the past two years. Owing to 
the German threat of invasion 
the I.L.O. which had Its head- 
quarters In Switzerland for the 
past twenty years had to trans- 
fer its principal activities to a 
centre where they could carry 
on. 

Montreal was chosen as .the 
wartime headquarters by agree- 
ment between the Canadian 
Government and Mr. John G. 
WInant, United States Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain. 'In Sep- 
tember 1040 the staff of the 
ItL.O. resumed work la. the of> 
llces loaned by McGlll. -

A new organization was inad- 
vertantly formed on the campus 
these 'last few days, namely 
the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Architects, more 
popularly known as the SJ. 
CÂ. This situation . was 
broiight about when the Archi- 
tectural frosh were politely but 
firmly "requested to arrange 
some sort of entertainment on 
Thursday night, October 15, for 
their superiors (7) in the same 
faculty. 

A meeting was promptly held 
by the Frosh to iron "out the 
partictilars of the coming event 
The officers elected were Bill 
Clark and Ralph Cole, Presl- 
denl and Secretary respectively. 
The number of members was 
set at 18, which represents one 
half of the students;in the> five 
years of Architecture. Conse- 
quently they hold a strong ma- 
jority over the upperclassmen.

Returns Home 



Former Foot-Ball 
Star Escapes 
Eire Internment 



Flying Officer Bob Keefer, of the 
R.C.A.F., who lately escaped from 
an internment camp in Eire last 
August, has recently returned to 
Canada. His one.- ambition, as he 
told reporters, was to ■ get back 
overseas and- to "help grind ' the 
Axis." 

Keefer, who is twenty-five years 
of age, . had been in many raids 
over enemy territory, prior to his 
intemment«:<;^P|rUcipatlng in the 
1>omblng of Hunburg, Cologne, and 
Essen. He said that he "hadn't had 
thne to include Berlin." 
. He was formerly a star backfleld 
er in McGill's Championship foot 
ball team of a few years ^ ago., After 
College ih 1937, he went overseas, 
receiving his commission in the 
same year. He was active in the 
Transatlantic . Ferry Service,, being 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for conduct in actual engage- 
ment of tiie. enemy. ° 

In ' December. 1041 ° a flying boat 
in which he was travelUng crashed 
into the Atlantic Ocean off the Irish 
coast. The crew of eleven, including 
Keefer, was rescued and Interned 
as being belligerents on the soil of 
a neutral country, ' 

It was only last August that they 
were aple to escape.-. Their fint 
attempt was unsuccessful; the make- 
shift ladders which they were using 
to scale the walls broke under them 
and they were caught- The next 
attempt, however, was successful 
and Flight Lieutenant Grant Flem- 
ing managed to escape along with 
Keefer. The two returned to Eng- 
land, whence Keefer camo on his 
.visit to Qaeada. -.

This indicates that we are not accu- 
mtilatlng unnecessary debts through lack 
of fund^ nor are we laying an unhecea- 
earily heavy burden on the academic life 
of the University, in return for the privi- 
lege of Çtudent Government. 

The record is good. In spite of the dif- 
fioujtiea of wartime conditions, the books 
show a credit balance of $1,754.61. For 
this surplus, and, for.tho use of the JMcGill 
Union, the McGill ï)àily and the various 
students' 8ooieUe8« each tmdergraduate 
paid S10.00. The price o| zqjieftBDta^va 



government has indeed been a small one 
for McGill students.' For the hard work 
and time put into obtaining this record, the 
cost was nil. Nothing, that is, except for 
the time and effort of the Students' Exc 
cutive Council, whose work is greater than 
most students suppose. 

Few colleges in America, running on 
funds equal to those at our disposal, can 
produce a like report. As long as we can 
continue to use black ink at the bottom o 
the*c6lumn, we are justified in having stu 
dent government. And 'as long as we rc' 
spect and guard the implied responsibility 
which student government, entails, we give 
the lie toHhe totalitarian cry/of "the de 
cadence of democracy.'' 

Even while wo study in tho laboratories 
and drafting rooms of the University, pre- 
paring for more active combat in days to 
come, we must be careful to preserve some- 
thing very real here on the campus. It is 
our responsibility to take an active interes 
in the work of the Students' Society, an( 
to help its members to preserve an almost 
unbroken record. of financial success. 




The Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo has once 
more come ,to town. The company that Is per- 
loaning at the .Hls^MaJesty'fl Uieatre for the 
remainder of this'' week' Is not to be confused 
with the Col. Basil's Ballet Russe. However, 
(he present company, although lacking some of 
the stars of Col. Basil's troupe, nevertheless 
makes up for this deficiency with a good, de- 
pendable repertoire. The B^Iet Ruue does not 
try anything pretenUous like the Coq d'Or, or 
Cinderella, but maintains a good steady pace 
with Scherherczade, Capprlcio Espagnole, 
Li'Apres Midi d'un Faun and other selections 
of similar nature. 

Ballet is pantomime of the highest degree 
and unless one is especially versed in the art 
of pantomime misinterpretation is a great 
danger. Actually ballet is a story told In dance 
form. Whereas opera, for example, tells a story 
through music and acting, ballet employs the 
art of dance and pantomime. There are actually 
two forms of ballet. There Is primarily the 
music that was written especially for the ballet, 
with definite dance forms in mind — that is 
pure ballet. And there is the type of ballet In 
which the music was written and the dance 
patterns created to this music only Incidentally, 

The selections chosen for last evening's per' 
formance were wholly In the latter category. 
It is perhaps for this reason that it was not 
difficult for the layman to follow. The pro 
gramme opened with Tchaikovsky's Nutcracker 
Suite. Tills very popular music was quite beau 
tifully Ihte'rpreied in thè dance. A story was 
added about a Christmas party and the young 
girl who has a dream. This is, to be sure, 
enough material to make some beautiful créa 
tlons. The choreography, especially on the part 
of the principals left nothing to be desired. 
Especially fine' Mia Scavenska and Igor Yous- 
keviteh as the Snow Queen and the Prince, in 
the second scene. And then we had all the old 
favorites. Sugar-plum fairy, Trcpak and two 
very comical Chinese dancers. The settings in 
this were especially good. Beautiful was the 
second Mené, with Scavenska and Youseke- 
vitch. 

The second selection. L'Apres Midi d'un 
Faun was perhaps the weakest of all the num- 
bers. ThU was a short sketch about the faun 
who tried to woo the seven nymphs. George 
Zoritch, as the faun, showed admirable restraint 
where required but this did not add any ex- 
citement to the sélection. 

As the closing number and finale came the 
colorful and exciting Capriceio Espagnole by 
Rimsky Korsakoff. This ballet tells no story, 
It la merely an exhibition of the Spanish 
dances. All of them, the fandango, the segul 
dlUa, are included. Hie music is in Itself ex- 
citing, and this is enough to put the ballet 
across to the audience.. The director, however, 
was net satisfied ^on^ràylng .on the Korsakoff 
music. He erekted^axcKlng and vivid dance 
routines, added colorful costumes and sets, and 
had a beautiful production for his audience.

painter |n his homeland, he hasj,pnctlced his 
art here, and. is soon to have hls'finrcm-man 
ahow. 

He speaks excellent English, and paints In 
a patchy technique in the classic manner. He 
was renowned In Holland as a portrait painter 
and does them here. His own interest is In 
paintbig fantasUe gnome-like creatures in weird 
settings. "I do it subconsciously,;' he said. "It 
comes to mp while I am at work." ' HoowlJ is 
not a modern painter In the sense that he works 
abstractedly. As a matter of fact, he eschews 
such work. 

Settled in Greenwich Village, where aU 
painters sooner or later find themselves In New 
York City, he is an active member o( the Fire 
I)epartment Emergency Auxiliary Corps. A 
skilled yachtsman and navigator, he. has been 
disappointed in his efforts to enlist in the Navy 
and Coast Guard. They can't take him until he 
becomes a citizen. 

He has a wild tale to tell of his coming here, 
Before the war started, ha set out on a yachUng 
trip in a small schooner that he hoped was to 
talce him around the world. A member of thr 
crew was seriously hurt in Tangters, Morocco, 
and that laid up his boat 

Then came the war and Holland wsi in- 
vaded. Zliat made hhn no longer a neutral and 
^e^was^held^in^Morocco over a year. In the 
meantime)^he'*had asked his fiancee to meet 

him and marry him in Tanglers, and she hap 
pehëd to leave Holland just before the Nazis 
came In. They were married In Morocco and 
came here. 

Now, young HoowiJ is waiting for the draft 
to snatch him and hopes that he will get into 
camouflage work. In the meantime, he paints 
portraits 'and tries to make up for the work 
which he left in Holland and which he feels is 
lost His wife, an attractive brunette, is a- well- 
known Dutch writer.. / — T. L.

My Sister Eileen, the first dramatic pre- 
senUtion for this fall which will bow in' at His 
Majesty's on Monday, Is based on stories by 
Ruth McKenney which are semi-autoblograph 
leal in character. 

The play was built by Joseph Fields and 
Jerome Chodorov on the episodes which 
appeared in the New Yorker Magazine from 
time to time and were later collected into a 
book.
